robes are replenished for the spring. 


Among the many nightgown models 


A New Nightgown. 


found in tho exquisite French lingerie 
sent over here is an empire piece pro- 
vided with novel sleeives. The 
gar- 


ment is a mass of vulJ;aciennoa entre 


deux and embroidery applique from 
the high waist belt to the neck. There 
ts no trimming below the ribbon, run 
beading .which forms the belt, only 
full widths%of the sheerest nainsook. 


The Valenciennes' strips are applied 


In an attractive lattice pattern, with 
any diamond shaped pieces of the 
nainsook separating the lace bands. 
The neck of the gown is cut in 
a 


Dutch square, with a band o£ lace out- 
lining It; a tiny beading heads this, 
while inside is a narfow frill of lace 
to finish tha neck. 
The beading Is 


run with ribbon,' which ties in front. 
Empire nightgowns Invariably fasten 
in front unless the neck is cut out 
enough to allow It to slip over the 
head. 


At each side of the front 
Is

Bones play an impjortant part in 


dress-making nowaday^, aud especial- 
ly hi waists, girdles and collars.

the collars must be high now, it Is 
necessary to bone them to make them 
stand up. The collars of tho lingerie 
waists and of all dressy waists are 
higher just behind the ear, whore they 
slope upward slightly. 
Feathorbone 


Is largely used, and It Is easy to han- 
dle, as It requires no covering except 
at tho ends. 
Stitches may be taken 


through it nt any point, and last but 
uot least.

Soo Road Beats State. 


Judge E. Ray [Stevens of the circuit 


court overruled ;'a motion by the state 
to quash a writ of mandamus secured 
by the Soo Railroad company to com 
pol the railroad commission to grant 
it authority to Issue $4,000,000 of addi- 
tional stock. The commission refused 
to grant the desired authority because 
the railroad had not filed an amend- 
ment to Its articles of incorporation 
showing the action of the stockholders 
in .docidlng to Issue the new stock 
The fee for filing such an amendment 
would be $21,000. Judge Stevens holds 
that, a railroad company is 
not 
re- 


. quired to file an apendment showing 
Its authority, to issue additional stock. 
This, law, the court says., applies only 
to other corporations.

appeal to 'the supreme court. 
The 


ruling of the lower court is interesting 
in view of the fact that the Chicago 
& Northwestern recently paid a fee of 
$110,010 and the Chicago, Milwaukee

It Is no longer a question, but a fact 


apparent to most of our apple growers, 
that we have practically lost the Wine- 
sap and Missouri Pippin as commercial 
apples, is tbe opinion expressed by 
Philip I-ux: before the Kansas State 
Horticultural society. Mr. Lux said: 
For example, I have forty Wluesaps 


from fifteen.to eighteen years old, and 
with one exception they are worthiest! 
They are shy bearers, and the fruit Is 
too small for market These trees are 
growing on Ideal orchard ground. 
I 


also have about forty Missouri Pippins. 
Twenty of them, which are eighteen 
years old, bear only diseased apples 
unfit for market, nnd twenty, which 
are fifteen years old, bear fairly sound 
apples, which are, however, too small 
for mercantile purposes. 


Ben Davis and Some Others. 


Onr Ben Davis and some others aro 


following the same road very rapidly. 
These conditions are common in our 
county, and many orchards are In part 
or entirely worthless. A solution must 
be found and put into practice at once 
if we desire to preserve our apple

ture of It is dated IS54. This showed 
the building as It appeared after Its 
recovery from the damage caused by 
the "great fire".of 1835.

This 
time the "Long Room" was 
burned 


out and the wall on the Pearl street 
side above the second story fell out- 
ward. When the building was restored 
this time it was made five stories high 
with a Hat roof, and, barring the sa- 
loon on the ground floor, looked as it 
did until the recent restoration.

shored iip arid, with, the exception of 
the corner piers, the walls of the first 
story were replaced with plate glass. 


When the building was dismantled 


for restoration, the lines of the old 
roof indicating the top of the walls 
and the slope and height of the roof 
were found in the walls; The differ 
ence in the bricks In the walls also 
helped to determine what portion was 
old and what modern.
